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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art shows krypton and xenon recovery by adsorption from an oxygen stream, no 
evidence can be found of using adsorption to remove krypton and xenon from a liquid 
oxygen steam that is mostly vaporized and contains a concentration of xenon no greater 
than 50 times the concentration of xenon in air. For example, in Shino et al (5,039,500) 
the liquid contains "several tens of ppm of xenon" (col. 1 lines 64-65). This is similar to 
Golden et al (6,658,894 Col. 7 line 48) which states a concentration of 20-60 ppm. 
Given a concentration in standard air of approximately .08 ppm, the references use a 
stream having over 200 times the concentration of air. Using a feed stream of lower 
concentration is seen as counterintuitive and thus nonobvious.
